Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Brian Steed on 5/26/09. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 3/9/09 adds to the independent claims the specific details regarding 
annotating metadata, the metadata analyzer, the playlist generator, and monitoring the 
facial expressions to infer an emotional reaction as feedback to update the playlist. The 
specific details of these features as brought out in the amendment 3/9/09 distinguishes 
the independent claims (54- system, 71- method) over the prior art of record. The 
Examiner's amendment cancels out the withdrawn claims.
